A dispatch from Alexandria, Ind., 
dated April 30th. say s: 
A 7:30 o’clock tonight two shots 
from a shotgun attracted the neighb ors 
to the home of John Negley , a well 
known b utcher. 
When the neighb ors 
arrived they found Mrs. Negley dead, 
the contents of the ¡shotgun having 
lodged in her b ody , near the heart and 
Negley prostrate Z on the floor. 
He 
died in thirty minutes. 
The evidence 
indicates that Negley shot his wife 
and then turned the gun on himself. 
Negley is a well known b utcher, b eing 
a partner in the b usiness with Calvin 
Oree, who was formerly city marshal. 
Negley was 50 y ears old. 
The dead woman is his second wife. 
Negley had 
two children b y his 
first wife and four b y his 
second 
wife, and all.these children lived at 
home with the parents, b ut at the 
time the tragedy occurred went out 
for a b uggy ride. 
The neighb ors understood that for 
several months Negley has b een jeal­ 
ous of b is wife, who was nearly twenty 
y ears his junior. 
This afternoon it is 
known that they b ad a quarrel and 
it is suspected that the deed resulted 
from this. 
Mrs. Negley , the murdered woman, 
was a daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Rich­ 
ard Sweet, of Raleigh, and if well 
known throughout Rush county . She 
is a sister of Conductor George H. 
Sweet on the I. & 0. 
Mr. and Mrs. Sweet received word 
of the tragedy last night and left at 
once for Alexandria. 
Mr. and Mrs. Negley had b een m ar­ 
ried 
ab ont 
eighteen 
y ears. 
Mrs. 
Negley was b orn in Fay ette county , 
b ut had resided in Rush county [for 
ab out ten y ears prior to her marriage. ! 
Her b rother, George Sweet, left for j 
Alexandria at noon*today . 
The funer­ 
al arrangement« have not y et b een 
learned.
